The 
correspondent is of the opinion

Awiuestread and serious outbreak 
of a new raspberry disease has been 
discovered in Angus and Perthshire 
plantations.

The 
leaves of affected plants, particularly 
the young canes, curl downwards 
strongly, turn a very dark green, 
often with a waxy appearance, and 
their stalks look watersoaked.
